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Housing Options 
Three Plans for Little Neck Village Unveiled 

By Kenneth J. Souza 

Representatives from E.A. Fish and H&H Associ- 
ates unveiled three possible design options for the new 
Little Neck Village senior housing complex in Marion 
during a meeting with the Marion Housing Trust this 
week. 

Each potential plan differs in terms of the number 



of buildings and overall layout for the 5.9-acre site, with 
variations in cost to match. Consistent in all three, how- 
ever, is the goal of providing 45 units of affordable family 
and workforce housing, with a 70 percent preference 
given to existing Marion residents. 

The program of one-, two- and three-bedroom 
units, to be built in one or two phases, is consistent with 
the Marion's affordable housing needs and would pro- 
vide the town with a production plan to help reduce its

Presented during an informal meeting that was 
meant to be a workshop for town boards, according to 
Housing Trust Chairman Ora Mae Torres, the three differ- 
ent plans have been tweaked and adjusted since E.A. Fish 
made their initial proposal to the town. 

"Even from last month to last night, they had 
changed their building proposals,'' Ms. Torres said. 
''They're doing a good job at getting community involve- 
ment and community feedback — that what E.A. Fish 
wants. All the boards in town have been very involved." 

The first option, labeled Scheme A by Richard 
Heaton of H&H Associates, would be the least costly to 
build and would provide the most flexibility in terms 
of levels of affordability. The layout would consist of 
two residential buildings and a single community build- 
ing on an approximately 54,100 square foot layout. The 
breakdown of individual housing units would be 35 two- 
bedroom units, five three-bedroom units, and five one- 
bedroom units. 

In addition to being the least costly option, other 
benefits of this design include ample distance between the 
two-story buildings, thereby disturbing the least amount 
of existing natural habitat and providing enough access 
around the buildings for public safety vehicles. This plan 
would also not require duplication of the existing wet- 
land. 

Scheme B is the most expensive option to build.

per square foot, and would entail the construction of five 
residential buildings and one common community build- 
ing. Spread out over approximately 56,100 square feet, 
this plan would provide 34 two-bedroom units, six three- 
bedroom units, and six one-bedroom units. 

In addition to the cost factor, other drawbacks 
to this plan include the fact that it would provide less 
distance between the two-story buildings, it would impact 
a considerable amount of existing natural habitat and 
would require the duplication of the existing wetland. 

A third option. Scheme C, might be viewed as the 
happy medium in terms of relative cost and its overall 
impact on the existing habitat. This plan proposes a total 
of four two-story residential buildings and a single com- 
munity building on an approximate 53,200 square foot 
layout. 

Although it would require duplication of the 
existing wetland, this option would provide acceptable 
distance between buildings, disturb only an acceptable 
amount of the natural habitat, and provide acceptable, 
scalable access around the buildings for fire safety vehi-

taken to the State Police Barracks in Bourne for ques- 
tioning by Marion officers. Due to her injuries, she was 
checked by Bourne Fire / Rescue but refused treatment 
and transport to the hospital. The victim, a 21-year-old 
Sandwich resident, has given some inconsistent state- 
ments to investigators. 

The male suspect is described as a male, thin 
build, with dark hair, about 5' S" or 5' 9" tall, wearing a 
"hoody'' with baggy jeans and work boots. There were at 
least three or four other subjects in the suspect's vehicle. 
The vehicle is described as a light gray or white four-door 
sedan, similar to a Mitsubishi Gallant. 

A tan or light gray vehicle similar to an old-style 
Cadillac was also observed fleeing the scene at the time of 
the incident. The driver of the vehicle was described as a 
black male in his early 20s with facial hair. The driver was 
wearing a multi-colored "hoody.''

Assessor Chairman John P. Mello. "First, the Assessors 
give you an evaluation of the apportionment of value ... to 
decide whether to have a single or split tax rate. Then we 
report what the minimum tax rate will be, and also calcu- 
late the excess levy limit. We can do the first part, but we 
can't do the (rest) right now because we're still waiting for 
numbers from the state.'' 

According to Mr. Mello, Rochester's overall value 
decreased by 2.8 percent from last fiscal year to this fiscal 
year. But he cautioned that these numbers aren't truly 
reflective of what everyone's been hearing in the media, 
since these numbers are based on 2007 data. The current 
trend won't impact the town until 2010. With a town 
comprised of 87.97 percent residential property, the Board 
of Assessors suggested maintaining a single tax rate for 
FY2010. 

"Since we still maintain a clear majority of resi- 
dential property taxes, we recommend staying with a 
single tax rate," Mr. Mello said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to con- 
tinue with a single tax rate for residential and commercial 
property in town and voted to close the Tax Classification 
Hearing. 

At 7:24 pm the board met with Alan Decker of the 
Coalition for Buzzards Bay (CBB) regarding a proposed 
conservation restriction on the Lawrence property. "Town

Under Old Business, Chairman Nunes said the 
board has asked Town Clerk Naida Parker to once again 
meet with them and Police Chief Paul Magee to go over 
dog licensing issues for 2009. They have as yet not re- 
ceived a response from Ms. Parker on when she wants to 
meet.

chairman Nunes also noted that Building Inspec- 
tor James Buckles is preparing to begin issuing the new 
state-mandated trench permits beginning March 1, 2009. 
The new law requires a permit for any trench dug that is 
at least three feet deep. 

"We need to make very public what a trench re- 
ally is ... it's not just any hole in the ground/' Selectman 
McGaffey said. "This is a new state law ... in response to a 
child who was killed in an unguarded trench." 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera first noted the Town Hall will be closed on 
December 19 at 1:00 pm for their annual Christmas Party 
and will also be closed on December 26 for Christmas. 
However, Town Hall will be open on January 2, 2009. 

Mr. LaCamera said he is in the process of work- 
ing on the budget for FY 2010 and updating the town's 
five-year Capital Plan. "At this time I don't anticipate us 
spending any money on capital items in FY 2010," he said. 

Mr. LaCamera reported a federal census will be 
conducted in Rochester next year and they are looking for 
about 1,300 people to work at $12 an hour taking census 
information.

Finally, Mr LaCamera advised they hope to get 
the tax bills out by December 15.

"We're still hoping to get 
them out by December 15, but residents are reminded 
they can also pay in advance."

Flu Cases in Bay State 

The Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
(DPH) today announced this week that some flu activ- 
ity has begun to be seen across the state, indicating that 
flu season has begun. The announcement coincides with 
National Influenza Vaccination Week, which begins on 
December 8, and underscores the importance of getting 
vaccinated against the flu to keep healthy throughout the 
fall and winter months. 

DPH has received a total of 60 reports of positive 
influenza laboratory tests from across the state so far this 
flu season. Last year at this time, there were 100 reports of 
influenza. Seasonal flu is beginning to be seen across the 
United States as well — a total of 23 states had reported 
some level of influenza activity as of the week ending 
November 29. 

State health officials estimate that every year an 
average of 2,600 Massachusetts residents are hospitalized 
due to complications from the flu, resulting in up to 800 
deaths. It is not too late to get a flu shot even in December 
or January because flu season doesn't usually peak until 
February or March.

"Many of these hospitalizations and deaths are 
preventable, and prevention begins with getting the flu 
vaccine/' said DPH Commissioner John Auerbach. 

"The good news is that there is more influenza 
vaccine available this year than ever before in Massa- 
chusetts, and there is still time to get vaccinated," added 
Auerbach. "In Massachusetts, over 2.6 million doses of in- 
fluenza vaccine have been distributed, including 808,000 
doses of state-supplied vaccine." 

Influenza vaccine is recommended for everyone 
who wants to avoid getting the flu, or from spreading the 
flu to others. The vaccine is especially important for those 
who are at higher risk for complications from the flu, 
including: 

• Children six months to 18 years old; 

• Everyone 50 years of age and older; 

• Pregnant women; and 

• Children and adults with chronic medical con- 
ditions, such as heart or lung disease, asthma, diabetes, or 
immune systems weakened by disease, such as HIV infec- 
tion, or chemotherapy. 

In addition to getting vaccinated, people can 
help protect themselves and others from the flu and other 
respiratory diseases by washing their hands often, cover- 
ing the nose and mouth when coughing or sneezing, and 
staying home from work and school when they are sick.

Anna M. (Zajac) Gacek, 99, of New Bedford died Thursday 
December 4, 2008 at Hathaway Manor Extended Care Facil- 
ity. She was the wife of the late Bronislaw J. Gacek. 

Born in Northbridge, she was the daughter of the late 
Michael and Mary (Dynko) Zajac. 

She was a graduate of Hyannis Teachers College and was the 
fifth grade teacher at the Parting Ways School in Acushnet 
from 1935- 1971. She studied at the Jagellionian University in 
Krakow and the University of Warsaw during the summers of 
1936 and 1939 under the auspices of the Kosciuszko Founda- 
tion in New York. She taught Polish classes at the Pilsudski 
School of Polish Culture in New Bedford for many years. 

Ms. Zajac was a very dedicated person in regard to 
Polish culture and history here in the United States and also in 
Poland. She was the founder of the Polish Women's Business 
and Professional Club of Greater New Bedford in 1937 and re- 
ceived recognition for her devotion to the club and was made 
an honorary member at the 50th celebration of the organiza- 
tion in 1987. 

She served as president of the Massachusetts Federa- 
tion of Polish Women's Clubs Inc. from 1940-1943 and was 
honored as Woman of the Year in 1979 at the annual conven- 
tion held in Three Rivers, MA. 

In 1945 she became involved with the Sarmatia Art 
Guild, which was a national organization which sponsored art 
competitions throughout the United States in which children 
and adults participated. She was chairman of the competition 
during the millennium of Poland in 1966. She was the director 
of the local Sarmatia Folk Dancers and was the choreographer 
for several years. 

She was awarded first prize, a hand-painted dowry 
chest from the Lowicz district in Poland which was filled with 
many hand made folk articles, in a international competition 
sponsored by the Polonia Organization. 

In commemoration of the 110th and 160th anniver- 
saries of Ignace Jan Paderewski and Frederic Chopin, Ms. 
Gacek issued unique blue prints that she prepared and Mat- 
thew Gacek of Syracuse, NY (no relation) was commissioned 
to draw up. The print was published on October 17, 1970 and 
commemorative prints were distributed throughout the country 
to various libraries and also in Poland. She wrote an "Ode To 
Poland" which was published in the Catholic Digest and was 
chosen for the Braille Edition. "America, I Speak To Thee" 




was written after the Yalta Treaty and was published by the 
Polish American United Organizations in New Bedford and 
was sent to every member in Congress. 

She organized her own publishing house known as 
the Sarmatia Publications and published three books which 
reached folk art enthusiasts throughout the country. The books 
were on "Wycinanki," Polish folk paper cuts, and "Pisanki," 
Easter egg decorating. 

A display case was donated to the Pulaski School in New 
Bedford by the Polish Women's Business and Professional 
Club and Ms. Gacek donated the Polish artifacts and costumes 
that are on display. Even though she never had children of her 
own, she devoted her life to educating her students and many 
other children regardless of their cultural background. She re- 
ceived the Honor of Merit Cross from the Polish government 
in exile in 1953 for meritorious service and also was awarded 
a citation from the Sarmatia Universal, Inc. in Cambridge in 
1960. Mrs. Gacek was awarded "Hats Off by The Standard- 
Times in 1938, 1952, and 1961. 

Ms. Gacek was a member of the Delta Kappa 
Gamma Society for Teachers. She was a composer of original 
songs and poems which were published in many Polish and 
American periodicals. She was awarded poet of the year in 
1991 and 1992 by the World of Poetry. Many of her treasured 
artifacts and publications were donated to the Orchard Lake 
Schools, in Orchard Lake, Michigan. A room in the archives 
was dedicated to her. The Kosciuszko Foundation in New 
York and the Polish Cultural Center in Washington, D.C. also 
received donations. 

She is survived by four nephews, Michael Zajac 
and his Ann and Peter Zajac and his wife Judith, all of New 
Bedford, Henry Zajac and his wife Kathy of Mattapoisett, 
and Mort Zajac and his wife Barbara of Mashpee; four nieces, 
Janet Shartle and her husband Len of Fairhaven, Rosemary 
Bowman and her husband Walter of Mattapoisett, Suzanne 
Whitehead and her husband Paul of Rochester, and Paula 
Lambalot and her husband Charles of Mansfield; and many 
great-nieces and great-nephews. She was the sister of the late 
Thaddeus Zajac, Henry Zajac, Bertha Debski, Wanda Zajac, 
and Micheline Zajac.

FDIC McnbcrSIF ifil Equal HoMing Leader 
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Wendy and Lucy. Starring Michelle Williams and Wally 
Dalton. Directed by Kelly Reichardt. Running time: 80 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

We don't know how Wendy (Michelle Williams) got into her fix, but 
it hardly seems to matter: she's in it, and all she can do is deal with it. From 
Indiana originally, Wendy is headed to Alaska, where she hears there are 
plenty of jobs in the fish-canning industry She has her dog Lucy, a twenty- 
year-old car on the verge of coughing up blood, and a little over five hundred 
dollars. Over the course of Wendy and Lucy, Wendy will lose her dog, her car, 
and, little by little, her money. The bulk of the movie follows Wendy as she 
tries to find Lucy last seen tied up outside a grocery store where Wendy got 
busted for shoplifting dog food. Hours later, when Wendy finally returns 
from the police station, Lucy's gone. 

The third feature by indie filmmaker Kelly Reichardt {Old ]oy), Wendy 
and Lucy is a quiet heartbreaker with a keen sense of the reality or lives like 
Lucy's. Really, a film like this, in which we're told exactly how much things 
cost and exactly how much is in Wendy's budget to pay for them, couldn't be 
better timed. True, we're going to have a new president soon, but the many 
many jobless and homeless people aren't suddenly going to get cushy gigs 
on January 20 — of 2009 or maybe 2010. Reichardt is a realist, and her mov- 
ies disregard hope and optimism, which doesn't mean they're pessimistic 
or hopeless, either. Her films see things as they are, good or bad. 

The movie is mainly a matter or Michelle Williams playing, or rather 
underplaying, off of various people Wendy encounters. Aside from the 
grocery-store clerk who busts her — who seems to go out of his way to "make 
an example" of her (to whom?) — Wendy barely speaks to anyone above 
a murmur. She looks washed-out, defeated, yet maybe still young enough 
to turn things around. Williams is on very low simmer here; Wendy is too 
exhausted to express how frightened she is, but Williams' eyes tell most of 
the story As in Old Joy, there's no manufactured drama here — no romance 
on the road, no violence, no big acting jags for Williams. She just inhabits 



Wendy and is true to her from moment to moment. It's heroic work, though 
sure to be overlooked and underrated. 

There's sufficient drama simply in Wendy's quest to find Lucy and to 
stay semi-above-water financially in the process. With the aforementioned 
exception, most everyone Wendy meets seems to take pity on her (even the 
store manager doesn't appear eager to press charges), and this feels right. 
It's not that a cast of invented characters is aligned against Wendy — it's 
the whole system, of which kind but helpless people are a part. People like 
a Walgreen's security guard (nicely played by Wally Dalton), who forbids 
her from sleeping in her car in the parking lot but otherwise helps her as best 
he can, or a mechanic (Will Patton) who sees how trashed Wendy's engine is 
but also sees she can't begin to pay for repairs, don't extend any whopping 
Hollywood favors to her — they have to eat and get by too. But that doesn't 
mean they have to be mean to her. Even the movie's tensest scene, when a 
wacko in the woods (producer Larry Fessenden) happens across a sleeping 
Wendy, doesn't play out the way our movie-trained minds predict it will. 

Some people, soft-hearted dog lovers such as myself, will want to know 
in advance: Does the dog die? I can say that if that's what you're worried 
about, don't let that keep you from seeing the movie. This is not a spoiler so 
much as a reassurance tnat this isn't that kind of film. (The dog is tne same 
Lucy I believe, who accompanied the men of Old Joy into the Oregon woods. 
I'm all for a Lucy trilogy actually) Wendy and Lucy ends on a bittersweet 
and uncertain note, and we hope that Wendy makes good on her promise. 
Will she? Wendy doesn't know. Reichardt doesn't know. And I don't know. 
Things may get better for Wendy. They may not. If you're looking for a 
happy, easy ending, or a happy, easy answer, look elsewhere.

COA Volunteers Needed 

The Mattapoisett Council on Aging is searching 
for volunteers to help transport town residents to medical 
and dental appointments.
